The article reports the fail- 
ure of other similar surveys, 
and attributed the reason to not 
providing the community with 
“first-hand knowledge of what it 
was like to live as a Negro, Jew 
or Oriental in that city.” 

400 Make. Survey 

A group of 400 volunteer citi- 
zens, mostly women, “interview- 
ed real estate men, business men 
and teachers; they rang door 
bells and talked to the everyday 
citizen. Their mission was not to 
argue but to learn the facts.” 

The advertisement explains the 
bias on the grounds of social 
pattern: 

“The first result of the Minne- 
apolis survey,” it asserted,” was 
that the four hundred women 
making it got a new kind of ed- 
ucation in racial understanding. 
Another of the survey’s discov: 
eries was this: In any city, there 
is far less prejudice than  ap- 
pears on the surface, 

Bigots Are Loudest 

“The bigots make all the 
noise; those who would like to 
relieve the situation remain si- 
lent. The social pattern—the ex- 
clusion of Jews from __ service 
clubs or of Negroes from jobs— 
gets set in the direction of. big- 
otry and almost everyone goes 
along. People are afraid to 
break the old habits, not because 


of their own feelings but _ be- 
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tendance.

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Now Under Shinderman Management 
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Jewish Nurse Resigns From Jewish Hospital Over Sabbath Work

CHICAGO—Unable to arrange a schedule which 
would not require her to violate the Sabbath, Michel- 
ine Newman resigned recently from nurses’ train- 
ing at Mt. Sinai Hospital here. 


Miss Newman, 18, a member of Bnai Akiva (Ha- 
poel Hamizrachi youth movement), and a student 
at the Hebrew teachers’ training school for girls 
sponsored by the Hebrew Theological College of 
Chicago (Orthodox), told The Post that she decided 
to leave her chosen field rather than continue under 
arrangement inconsistent with her Orthodox 
principles. She had been promoted to advanced 
nurse’s status before her resignation, and was de- 
scribed by Miss Gladys Sandzig, in charge of the 
Mt. Sinai nursing school and nursing service, as a 
most promising and brilliant student. 


Miss Newman told The Post that she had re- 
quested an arrangement whereby she would be 
assigned to Sunday duty or to extra duty during 
the week in place of Sabbath assignments, but had 
been turned down. She said she had also been in- 
structed by her immediate superior not to try to 
arrange with her co-trainees to exchange tours of 
duty, whereby they would do her Sabbath assign- 
ments and she would take their Sunday tours, on 
the grounds that it might endanger her popularity

Nurse’s training allows one day off each week, 
Saturday and Sunday alternately, and Miss Sand- 
zig told The Post that if she allowed the privilege 
of having every Saturday off to one girl, many 
others might request it, and it would become im- 
possible to maintain a stable schedule. 

Asked about the religious question involved, Miss 
Sandzig, not Jewish, said that if Miss Newman’s 
request were complied with it might bring about 
an epidemic of Orthodoxy among the Jewish girls, 
and the non-Jewish girls might suddenly become 
devout, Sunday-observing Christians. 

She said she regretted that Miss Newman eould 
not see it her way, and. remarked that since Mt. 
Sinai is a Jewish hospital, who else is to take care 
of the Jewish patients if not Jewish nurses. (Mt. 
Sinai is an affiliate of the Jewish Federation of 
Chicago). 

She declared further that similar instances had 
come up before, but that the girls in question had, 
during their training, complied with the require- 
ments of the hospital and school, and upon gradua- 
tion sought jobs under conditions consistent with 
their religious principles. 

Dr. Mannheimer, director of the hospital, told The 
Post that “the need of the patient comes first”. 

Reiterating Miss Sandzig’s statement about the 
possibility of a sudden epidemic of piety, Dr. Mann- 
heimer asserted that since there are girls of so 
many religious backgrounds involved, the hospital 
could not possibly comply with all their religious 


wishes and maintain an efficient service. 

One of the main points involved in Miss New 
man’s caSe was writing on the Sabbath which she 
would be required to do when visiting the patients 
in her jurisdiction. 

Rabbi Oscar Z. Fasman, president of the Hebrew 
Theological College of Chicago, told The Post that 
while there is a principle in Jewish law whereby 
the saving of life transcends all other laws (where 
a person’s life and health are in danger, even the 
laws of Kashruth, Sabbath, and even the Yom Kip. 
pur fast may be broken to save life; in certain 
cases the law must be broken; as, for example, if 
a doctor declares a patient fit to fast on Yom 
Kipur but the patient asks for food, he must be 
fed), #t cannot, in this case, be flatly stated that 
this principle applies in general. 

He said further that a study ought to be made 
of the procedure used in other hospitals run on 
Orthodox basis to determine whether Miss New. 
man’s case might have been adjusted in compliance 
with her religious principles. 

Rabbi Leonard C. Mishkin, executive director of 
the Associated Talmud Torahs of Chicago, an 
Orthodox body, commenting on this case, declared 
that there was no use calling a hospital Jewish, 
and the Jewish community supporting it, if it does 
not serve the religious needs of its medical trainees 
as well as of its patients.

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R. HERBERT B. Ehrmann makes one 
fatal mistake in his letter to The Post 
in the “Freedom of the Press” section in this 
issue which invalidates his entire argument 
and which likewise transforms the brochure 
under discussion, “Group Life in America” 
from a sincere attempt to establish a point 
of view, to a defense of the American Jewish 
Committee and its activities, 

The very best form of control and discipline 
under democracy is public opinion. 

In the American Jewish community, unfort 
unately there is no immediate means _ for 
ereating and reflecting Jewish public opinion. 

There is no radio, there are no publications 
which are large enough in circulation, except 
in a few rare instances on the local level, and 
there are no other means for bringing about 
an interchange of views which would provide 
through public opinion the checks and con- 
trols under which democracy might flourish, 

In such a community, the view of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee and the Mr. Ehrmann 
is nothing more or less than a plea for an- 
archy and support for the continuation of the 
present chaos in the American Jewish com- 
munity. 

Take the case of the Maclver Report. 

This report was almost submerged before 
it had an opportunity for an airing, and very 
likely were it not for the presentation of both 
sides in the NJPost, the partisans in the con- 
troversy might have been able to deprive the 
Jewish group of serious consideration of a 
serious study by breeding overwhelming pre- 
judice against it. 

In the American Jewish community, as pre- 
sently constituted, we have the publications 
of our national organizations, which are sent 
free to their members. In them their own pre- 
sident is God, and other organizations and 
activities simply do not exist. Other than that 
there are local weekly publications, too many 
of which are miserable newspapers which pre- 
sent no news and which have no purpose other 
than as advertising mediums. To be sure there 
are some, and the number is growing, excellent 

local weeklies, but their circulation, as often 
their editorial outlook, is too circumscribed to 
provide the public forum needed for develop- 
ing a substantial and definite public opinion. 

Other than that there is nothing else, but a 
few monthly publications, one at least, Com- 
mentary, of a high order, but these too 
are not, except from a long-range view, media 
fer creating public opinion on current issues. 

This does not mean that the will of the 
American Jewish community is not often 
accurately established. On the local level, Jew- 
ish public opinion is created by meetings, by 
the interchange of views at gatherings, and 
even by word of mouth, not to mention im- 
promptu gatherings at which Jewish issues 
are debated. 

It does mean though, that this public opin- 
jen is slow in developing and becoming articul-

ate. 

The NCRAC is a product of this publie opin- 
ion. The drive to aid in the establishment of 
the Jewish state, and now to secure its exist- 
ence, were all evidences of the will of the 
American Jewish community. 

Just as surely the demand for effective co- 
operation and coordination between our na- 
tional agencies is clearly the will of the Amer- 
ican Jewish community. Against this view, the 
Committee through its actions and through 
the pamphlet has set itself. 

Mr. Ehrmann and the AJCommittee plead 
for freedom of activity, and against any at- 
tempt, no matter how democratic, to impro- 
vise some form of control and discipline which 
might make it possible for the will of the 
community to be carried out. 

This is no new policy of the American Jew- 
ish Committee, and other national organiza- 
tions too, which have found themselves in op- 
position to the views of the American Jewish 
community. 

That is why the AJCommittee, and other 
civic defense agencies fought tooth and nail 
to avoid the formation of. the National Com- 


munity Relations Advisory Council, and once, 


it was formed, to prevent it from gaining any 
real authority. 

Now the Committee cites the NCRAC as a 
beneficient example of voluntary contro]. When 
the NCRAC was formed, the Committee fought 
it desperately, just as it has fought every 
move on the part of the Jewish community 
to establish its view when that view affected 
the freedom of action of the Committee. 

The truth of the matter and the crux of 
the argument, is that the Committee seeks to 
represent the American Jewish community in 
almost every area without having a mandate 
from that community. 

The AJCommittee professionals analyse the 
situation just as accurately as does The Post. 
That is why several years ago a committee 
of the AJCommittee was empowered to study 
the feasibility of the establishment of a week- 
ly publication by the AJCommittee. This would 
have been a calamity for the American Jewish 
eommunity, and it was only exposure by The 
NJPost, that ended further exploration in this 
direction. 

Lest readers get the impression that The 
Post is anti-American Jewish Committe, we 
hasten to say that our poSition is not one for 
or against any national Jewish organization. 
We have the highest respect for the AJCom- 
mittee, and believe that it is today one of the 
most powerful and most influential American 
Jewish organizations protecting, defending 
and helping to develop the American Jewish 
community. 

The pamphlet under discussien presented 
the view of the Committee, and since there 
is no other vehicle for stating the opposite 
view, that became an obligation of a paper 

dike the NJPost.

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FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 
AJCommittee Man Shows Discipline Impossible In U.S. Jewry 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In your issue of Sept. 7, 1951, 
there appeared an editorial deal- 
ing with the leaflet recentéy is- 
sued by The American Jewish 
Committee entitled “Group Life 
in America”, one of the Com- 
mittee’s leaflets in its “This is 
Our Home” series. 

Since I am the chairman of 
the sub-committee which plans 
these leaflets and, therefore, to 


some extent responsible, I know 
that you will publish my com- 
ments on your editorial. 

The leaflet was projected be- 
fore the Maclver survey was 
planned. It was ready for print- 
ing before any one on tne Com- 
mittee knew of the contents of 
that report. However, we agree 
that the publishing of the leaflet 
at this particular time is a happy 
coincidence. It may stimulate 


some hard thinking concerning 
the proper form of Jewish organ- 
izational life in America. 

The leaflet ‘is primarily con- 
cerned with the freedoms of peo- 
ple to group together and pro- 
mote different objectives which 
seem worthwhile to them. It 
points out the great benefits to 
American civilization which have 
resulted from this freedom. Es- 
pecially among Jewish organiza- 


tions has this liberation of 
energy been richly creative of 
new movements, institutions and 
techniques profoundly benefiting 
not only Jews, but also to a 
large extent mankind in general. 

On its very first page, how- 
ever, the leaflet indicates that 
this freedom to differ may result 
in some waste and inefficiency. 
It emphasizes the desirability 
for different organizations to 


coordinate their efforts wherever 
agreement is possible. Where 
such agreement is not possible 
however, the leaflet opposes all 
authoritarian compulsion to force 
conformity. Such a concept is 
alien to American life. It 
strikes at the heart of demo- 
cracy itself. 
Your editorial differs. Instead 
of justifying its views, however,

PERFECTLY PROPER TO HOLD MEETINGS 
OF PUBLIC ORGANIZATIONS ON SABBATH 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Have just read in your issue 
of Sept. 14 the news item and 
editorial praising the Alpha Ep- 
siion Pi Fraternity for its re- 
turn to Jewish observance by 
abandoning Friday night busi- 
ness sessions at its conventions. 

While I do not intend to assume 
the role of an interpreter of 
orthodox Jewish law, I merely 
wish to call attention to the fact 
that Jewish law does not prohibit 
business sessions of public organ- 
jzations on the Sabbath. Maimon- 
ides in Mishne Torah, Sabbath 
Laws, ch. 24, states that “it is 
permitted to supervise public af- 
fairs on the Sabbath”. Such pract- 
ice prevailed throughout the cent- 
uries. AS many as one-third of 
all the meetings of the Kahal 
(community board) of Minsk, 
Russia, in the first half of the 
nineteenth century took place on 
Saturday. 


Let us not create a new Shul- 
han Arukh containing more re- 
strictions than Karo’s. All Jew- 
ish organizations which usually 
have conventions over weekends 
should know that it is not an 
infringement of traditional law to 
hold meetings on public matters 
on the Sabbath. 


The prevalent argument that 
we need “to build a fence around 
the Law” and avoid smoking and 
writing at such meetings is be- 
side the point. If you believe that 
Jews should not smoke or write 
on the Sabbath advise them to 
that effect: you may hold meet- 
ings, but no smoking, please. 

There are other aspects to this 
question which some of your 
readers may wish to comment 
on.
